Most  of  our  customers  are  agreeable  to  substitute  sizes  in  same 
varieties  of  equal  value.  If  unable  to  fill  an  order  complete  we  make  refund  promptly. 
All  stock  offered  subject  to  prior  sale. 

SIZES  OF  BULBS 

In  common  with  most  leading  growers  we  offer  the  bulbs  in  three  sizes:  LARGE 
BULBS,  designated  in  this  list  with  Capital  L,  means  bulbs  I  %  inches  in  diameter  and 
larger,  which  is  generally  termed  as  large  blooming  size.  (Some  varieties  will  run 
greatly  oversize  or  Jumbo  bulbs.) 

MEDIUM  BULBS,  designated  by  M,  means  bulbs  %  to  1%  inches  in  diameter, 
which  are  also  blooming  size  but  come  into  bloom  later  than  the  large  bulbs. 

SMALL  BULBS,  designated  by  S,  means  bulbs  from  %  to  %  inch  in  diameter 
and  are  intended  mainly  for  growing  on.  However,  if  planted  early,  bulbs  will  bloom; 
and  make  good  blooming  size  for  next  season's  planting. 

For  best  immediate  results  we  recommend  the  large  size. 
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BULBLETS 

The  results  with  bulblets  are  more  or  less  uncertain.  Some  varieties  are  easy 
to  germinate  and  grow  nearly  100%.  Others  again,  are  more  difficult  to  get  to  grow, 
and  still  others  seem  to  be  very  difficult  to  start  at  all,  and  10%  germination  of  some 
varieties  is  a  good  percentage.  Much  depends  on  weather  and  moisture  conditions. 
Bulblets  need  lots  of  moisture  to  get  well  started.  We  offer  bulblets  in  small 
quantities  in  this  list,  all  selected  for  size  and  soundness  to  give  best  results.  But  we 
cannot  guarantee  that  they  will  all  grow. 


PLEASE  NOTICE 

In  making  up  an  order,  kindly  mark  the  size  of  bulbs  plainly  with  the  letters 
L  for  large,  M  for  medium,  and  S  for  small.  It  is  a  great  help  to  us  in  writing  up 
the  order  and  prevents  making  of  mistakes. 

Five  bulbs  or  bulblets  may  be  had  at  the  10  rate,  25  bulbs  or  bulblets  at  the 
100  rate.  But  no  single  item  less  than  10c,  and  no  order  for  less  than  $1.00.
